No. 18011/3/95/FC-3.—The Food^JfStton of 
India (FCl) had introduced in July, 1993 t' s ^JcWork No- 
Pay" system for the labourers/workers ir^ Jh depots in 
Punjab. This system required payment of h Jvages to Hie 
labourers/workers directly by the FCI throng! three mem¬ 
ber committee nominated by the repress lives of the 
labourers.

2. This caused resentment among other U|KjisfConse- 
quent thereto the Lai Jhanda FCI Workers and jrofjab Palledar 
Union filed a petition in the Punjab and Haryana High Court 
pleading for introduction of the same system in the 'Dhuri' 
depot of FCI also in Punjab. The writ petition wasdismissed 
by the Hon'ble High Court. Thereupon the Unions filed a 
special Leave Petition (C) No. 15483/94 before the Hon'ble 
Supreme Court of India against the order of the Punjab & 
Haryana High Court. The Hon'ble Supreme Court passed the 
following orders thereon on 27-3-95 :— 

"We direct the Union of India through the Secretary, 
Ministry of Food and "Secretary, Ministry of Labour to ex¬ 
amine the matter and take a final decision in this respect within 
8 weeks from the receipt of this order. We direct that a con¬ 
solidated decision should be taken in respect of the 140 units 
including Dhuri unit which are situated in the Statteof Punjab. 
We give liberty to the Union of India to seek clarification or 
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further directions from this Court if necessary." 

3. It was felt that 8 weeks time allowed by the Hon'ble 
Supreme Court was too short to implement the decision of 
the Hon'ble Court as workload data relating to three years 
ending 1993-94 was to be collected and evaluated based on 
certain norms, although the FCI had already been asked/di¬ 
rected to collect and compile the required data An applica¬ 
tion seeking extension of time for at least another six months 
was therefore, filed in the Hon'ble Supreme Court on 16-6-95. 
The data for three years ending 1993-94 for a majority of 
Punjab depots have since been collected by the FCI. The data 
are now to be examined and evaluated. 

4. In order to comply with the order of the Hon'ble 
Supreme Court the Government of India has now decided to 
constitute a Committee comprising the under-mentioned per¬ 
sons with the terms of reference mentioned in the succeeding 
para:—

5. The terms of reference of the Committee will be as 
follows :— 

(1) To sift the deita relating to workload collected and com¬ 
piled so far in respect of all the depots of FCI in Punjab. 

(2) To collect from the FCI the remaining data, if any, for 
the three years 1991-92 to 1993-94 and to sift the same. 


(3) To recommend on the basis of norms to be prescribed for 
the Committee whether the system of 'No work No pay' 
already introduced in some of the depots is justified 
and whether the same can be extended to the remain¬ 


ing depots of the FCI in Punjab having regard to the 
provisions of the Contract Labour (Regulation and Abo¬ 
lition) Act, 1970 and the rules made thereunder and 
based on the evaluation/examination of the data referred 
to above. 

(4) To look into any other matter incidental to or connected 

with the work of the committee whether referred to it 
by any agency/authority/union or not and making re¬ 
commendations with regard thereto. 

(5) The Committee shall finalise its report/recommendations 

by 30-11-95 and submit the same to the Secretary, 
Deptt. of Food Procurement and Distribution with a 
copy to the Secretary, Ministry of Labour and the 
Chairman, FCI. 

(6) The Committee shall meet at least once a week and may 

hold daily meetings, if necessary, so as to ensure that 
its report/recommendations are available to the Govt, 
within the stipulated time. The Committee shall also 
submit a monthly report to the Secretary (FP&D) with 
a copy to Secretary, Ministry of Labour and the Chair¬ 
man, FCI highlighting its significant achievements dur¬ 
ing the period under report. 

(7) The Head Office of the Committee shall be at FCI 

Building at 16-20, Barakhamba Lane, New Delhi. 
Monitoring of the follow up action on the report of the 
Committee shall be done by the Deptt. of Food 
Procurement & Distribution in the Ministry of Food. 
Secretarial assistance required by the Committee shall 
be provided by the Food Corporation of India. 

(8) Suitable/Negotiated remuneration will be paid to the 

Chairman of the Committee by the Food Corporation 
of India. Expenditure on account of T.A./D.A. of the 
Chairman shall be borne by the Food Corporation of 
India and those of the members of the Committee shall 
be borne by the respective department/organisation to 
which they belong. 

(9) The Committee shall be treated to have been constituted 

from the date the Chairman of the Committee takes over 
the charge.
